In wake of millage defeat 


Schools take a serious 
look at finance picture 


Local school officials today were 
trying to piece together their very 
clouded financial picture in the wake of 
last week s disastrous election results. 

Additional millages were defeated 
soundly and in most areas, leaving the 
future of programs and schools clouded. 

Romulus School Superintendent Wil- 
liam Bedell outlined for the Board of 
Education some of district s options and 
prospects in the wake of the defeat of a 
request for additional 4.5 mills has been 
rejected by the voters.. Bedell pointed 
out that the likelihood of the State of 
Michigan finding some solution to 
Romulus’ problem is highly improb- 
able. 

“As a matter of fact, the State Budget 
Director has indicated that there is a 
distinct possibility there will be further 
executive orders during the coming 
school year, which would reduce local 
school district's state revenue even 


more.” Bedell told the Board 

He pointed to several procedures they 
can follow. His first was that they need 
to make further reductions in the non- 
program/non-instructional areas. 
“We've already made considerable re- 
ductions in these areas, but it is obvious 
that we have no choice but to go further 
he pointed out. 

“We will look at the custodial, secur- 
ity guard, administrative, travel, ex- 
pense accounts, capital outlay and all ol 
those expenditures that do not directly 
affect classroom instructioons to make 
further reductions This won't be easy 
and the school district cannot afford to 
do this repeatedly year after year.” 

Bedell s analysis indicated that the 
Board could perhaps reduce expendi- 
tures an additional $500,000 for the 
school year starting in September in 
those non-instructional areas. 

He said that this is still woefully short 


of the money needed to balance the 
budget and avoid a cash flow problem 
Bedell further pointed out, “If the State 
is unable to help us and our reductions in 
the non-instructional areas are maxi- 
mized, the Board's only other choice 
would be to consider trying for an addi- 
tional millage vote again." 

“Summer millage elections are usual- 
ly ineffective and elections held after 
school starts give the staff and Board of 
Education a tremendous budgeting 
planning problem. 

Bedell described for the Board the 
cuts that have been implemented 
already to date. “We have already cut 
close to the bone. Since last fall , we have 
eliminated 23 non-teaching positions, 58 
teaching and 3 administrative positions. 
We are rapidly running out of budget 
areas to cut,” the Romulus school supt 
said. 


Proposed convention 
complex builders 
receive tax break

City Council overweimingly approved 
a 50 percent tax break for 12 years for a 
$50 million Convention Center and busi- 
ness complex proposed for Wick Road 
just west of Merriman in Romulus 

The project — which Mayor William 
Oakley calls a “real shot in the arm for 
the city” — received the tax break on a 
6-J vote, with Councilman Edward Rush 
dissenting 

Councilman Fred Junior Block made 
the motion for the tax abatement and 
was supported by Gerry Canejo. Coun- 
cilmen Jimmie C. Raspberry, Richard 
Yeramian, Ray Cantrell and Mary Ann 
Banks approved the decision. 

The convention center and business 
office complex is planned by National 
Properties Company for a 53-acre site 
on Wick Road near several existing 
motels by Merriman and 1-94. Wick 
Road is unpaved and there is no sewer to 
service the proposed site. 

In discussing the resolution to 
approve the tax exemption, Mayor Oak- 
ley and Council broguht up the issue of 
no sewer and the possible paving 

“The city is under no obligation to put 
in sewers,” Oakley told Council. 
“However. I feel it's in the best interests 
of the city to put in sewers and pave the 
streets" 

Councilman Raspberry agreed with 
the ies of pro- 

ject - but stepped short of committing 
the city to paving and sewers. 

“I have no difficulty with the 12-year 
tax abatement but I must be totally can- 
did,” said the veteran Councilman. 
“When it comes to a free ticket, you can 
count me out," he said, looking directly 
at Elliott C. Schubiner, the developer 
representing the project. 

Council and the mayor discussed 
possible ways of improving the prop- 
osed site on Wick Road. 

“Our best bet may be a special assess- 
ment district,” Oakley suggested. 

Raspberry and Cantrell both said they 
had been told by representatives of the 
company that the city administration 
promised them free sewer taps. 

At the first presentation of the prop- 
osed development, the company's 
architect said publicly that free sewer 
taps had been promised. Raspberry 
said. 

“The architect told us at the first pre- 
sentation of the proposed project that 
the city administration had prepared an 
ordinance, ready to submit to City Coun- 
cil. which would waive sewer connec- 
tion fees for each room.” Raspberry 
said Raspberry said he and Council- 
man Ray Cantrell walked up to the 
architect after the meeting to confirm 
that statement. 

“As Mr. Cantrell and I talked with the 
architect, I asked him if I heard him 
correctly about the free sewer connec- 
tions and he said it was true.” Raspber- 
ry said. 

Councilman Rush was upset that no

County charter goes to Milliken 

Chief executive in county’s future?

The smoke is settling from the hard- 
fought battles between Detroit-based 
Charter Commissioners and their sub- 
urban counterparts in drafting a prop- 
osed Home Rule Charter for Wayne 
County. 

And while the recently-completed 
proposed charter is not completely 
acceptable to everyone, two local Char- 
ter Commissioners are very pleased 
with the results of the six months of hard 
work by the 27-member panel. 

“I think it’s the greatest thing that 
ever happened to Wayne Coujnty,” said 
Roman Tafelski of Inkster, Charter 
Commissioner of the 21st District. But 
that's predicated on the County Execu 
tive Officer being elected by the people 
and not appointed.” 

Actually, there will be two proposed 
charters presented to the public for their 
decision Both the documents contain 


the exact same provisions, except one 
calls for a County Executive Officer 
(CEO) elected to a 4-year term by the 
people The other version calls for the 
CEO to be appointed to a 4-year term by 
a majority of the Board of Commis- 
sioners. 

Bart Berg, of Canton Township, Char- 
ter Commissioner for the sprawling 27th 
District, the largest in Wayne County, 
calls the proposed charter a big step 
forward in county government." 

The 27 Charter Commissioners com- 
pleted their work June 16 after six 
months of arduous labor and debate 
over their work June 16 after six months 
of arduous labor and debate over 
numerous issues The final vote on the 
charter was 17 yes. 7 abstentions. 2 no 
votes and one absent All seven absten- 
tions were by Detroit Charter Commis- 
sioners who were greatly upset because 
the number of County Commissioners 
was reduced from 27 to 15 in the new 


charter 

In fact, one Detroit Charter Commis- 
sioner was so irate that he threatened a 
court lawsuit to stop the proposed char- 
ter from being voted on this fall Howev- 
er, he was informed that his efforts 
would have little chance of success and 
has apparently dropped the idea of chal- 
lenging the issue in court 

Berg and Tafelski were overwhel- 
mingly in agreement on most provisions 
of the proposed charter But they dis- 
agreed strongly on the number of Coun- 
ty Commissioners that should represent 
^Vayne County 

Tafelski would have liked at least 21, 
while Berg felt the number could have 
been reduced to nine 

if you have too few County Commis- 
sioners, you have too powerful a County 
Executive Officer." Tafelski contends 
‘The CEO would be unreachable' 
under that setup, much like the Dram 
Commissioner is now And we certainly 


do not want that Also, you want the peo- 
ple to be adequately represented.” 

Berg’s contention is that a larger 
number of Commissioners makes coun- 
ty government unwieldly and much 
more apt to be inefficient. 

However, the two Charter Commis- 
sioners in Associated Newspaper's area 
worked hard together to have many 
things included in the new charter 

One of the most important, if not the 
most important, was the issue of county 
public hospital facilities 

“I'm glad the hospital issue is in the 
charter, ” Tafelski said. “County Public 
Hospital Facilities that was my baby 
— and I know it was a vital concern of 
Bart Berg's too ” 

Berg, agreed, stressing the word 
“facilities" That doesn’t mean Wayne 
County General Hospital either." he 
noted. 

It means that the hospital facilities 
could be satellites located around the

county. It could be transferred down to 
Detroit . where most of the poor and indi- 
gent are It also means that public coun 
ty hospital facilities could have satellite

last year 

Inkster Judge John McCartney 


directed Butler to the higher court fol- 
lowing three days of examination last 
week on charges of burning insured 
property and also burning uninsured 
property.

According to state police sources, the 
motive for the alleged arson was

was to receive for fire damages. State 


police reported that the money had been 
paid to the church 

The Missionary Baptist Church was 
destroyed by fire on March 17, 1980. At 
that time fire officials had said the fire 
was caused by arson. 


Suspect arrested in fatal hit & run case 


A 23-year-old Canton man is to appear 
in court last week to answer to charges 
that he drove the vehicle that killed a 
teenage Plymouth Township boy. 

The defendant, Michael Smith, 23, of 
Canton, was scheduled to appear before 
Judge Dunbar Davis in the 35th District 
Court to answer to charges of leaving 
the scene of a fatal accident. 

Arraignment was scheduled for 2.30 
at the courthouse located at 201 Main 
Street. 

Smith is accused of driving the vehicle 
that hit and killed Bascom Belton on 
May 27 Belton died of the injuries the 
following day at St Mary s Hospital. 

According to Lt Dan Carpenter of the 
Plymouth Police Department. Smith 
was picked up by police last week and 
released pending further investigation 

"The vehicle he (Smith) had that 
night was that of a friend’s and is de- 
finitely the vehicle that struck and killed 
the victim. ’ Lt. Carpenter said "Smith 
was arrested and charged with leaving 
the scene of a fatal accident ."

The Belton youth had been killed late 
at night on Joy Rd and Tavislock. 
According to police investigation. Bas- 
com and a friend had been crossing Joy 
Road from a party store in the Pine Tree 
Shopping Center when Bascom was 
struck by the vehicle, suffering fatal in- 
juries.

Police said they were able to identify 
the car as a Ford LTD from scattered 
fragments left at the scene of the fatal 


accident. 

If convicted on the charge. Smith 
could receive up to tw r o years imprison- 
ment. 


Reward program grows 
as aid to arson arrests 


Intent on revenge, a former employee 
started a fire that destroyed commer- 
cial property worht $2 million. 

Hoping to collect the insurance, an 
owner burned down his $60,000 home. 

Bent on malicious destruction, three 
juveniles set fire to their school causing 
$1,000 damage. 

Alll three of these cases of arson 
occurred in Michigan last year. But, be- 
cause of a six-year old reward program, 
all the guilty parties were arrested. The 
concerned citizens who tipped police to 
the criminal activity earned $1 .800 in re- 
wards paid by insurance companies 
through the state’s Arson Control Com- 
mittee. 

Started in 1975, the reward program 
has brought the arrest of 108 arsonists 
while paying out nearly $25,000, includ-

"We believe that someone other than 
the arsonists knows or has serious suspi- 
cions about the origins of nearly all such 
fires,’’ said Terry N Buckles, president 
of the Michigan Association of Insur- 
ance Companies !MAIC). The reward 
program w j as initiated to encourage 
them to report their suspicions 

"We are very encouraged by the 
grow ing success of the program and are 
seeking to make it known to everyone in 
the state. As awareness grows, we think 
the program will serve as an increasing- 
ly effective deterrent because potential 
arsonists will realize that someone may 
inform authorities. ’’ 

The program offers up to $1 000 for 
information leading to arrest and or 
conviction on arson-related charges in- 


cluding persons who incite or conspire to 
commit arson, even if no fire occurred. 

Set by the Arson Control Committee, 
the amount of the reward is based on the 
value of the information, personal risk 
to the informant, nature and severity of 
the loss or potential loss and other fac- 
tors. The program is designed to protect 
the identity of the person reporting the 
crime, if he or she desires. 

Information can be provided Arson 
Control by either a collect call to (517) 
322-0469 or a letter to P.O. Box 23, Holt, 
Ml 48842. 

Thousands of red and black posters 
providing basic information on the re- 
ward program are being distributed 
throughout the state and the phone num- 
ber is prominently listed in phone direc- 
tories of 40 large Michigan cities.

issues,” Berg pointed out.

“I fought for that and I’m pleased at 
the results I said I would battle to the 
end for them and I did.” Tafelski said. 

Tafelski said he did not think the Road 


Commission would prove to be a stumb- 
ling block to Gov. Milliken approving 
the charter. ‘ The 3-member Road Com- 
mission will be appointed by the County 
Executive Officer* for 4-year terms to 
run concurrently with , the Inkster 
businessman said. 

Berg agreed, saying: “Members of 
the Road Commission will be appointed 
by the CEO and serve at his pleasure 
rather than being appointed by the 
County Commissioners. Commissioners 
can have no input as to the appointment 
or dismissal of Road Commission 
appointees.” 

Berg was concerned about the power 
and authority given the County Clerk 
under the new charter. “The County 
Clerk by virtue of this charter will be 
given the pow er to supervise and control 


all reproduction and microfilming of all 
county documents. “I don’t think he 
should be given that much power,” he 
contended, explaining that if the county 
clerk got angry at some other county 
official, he could make it difficult to re- 
produce records.” 


Berg, while he has a preference, says 
he wants the public to study the charter 
and vote intelligently on whether it 
wants the new’ charter w ith an elected or 
appointed County Executive Officer. 


Tafelski, on the other hand, makes no 
bones about it. “I’m going out to publi- 
cize and push to have the public endorse 
the elected County Executive Officer 
form of.county government. That will 
give them more representative govern- 
ment and more openness, too, I be- 
lieve.”

facilities, much like hospitals such as 
Oakwood, St. Mary’s and Henry Ford do 
now. 

“There could be a sattelite in the mid- 
dle of Detroit, for example. Medical 
care facilities — more than one — is the 
key” the outspoken Berg ^tressed. 
“Easy access and availability is some- 
thing that can be accomplished.” 

Berg said the Charter Commission 
had to fight hard to keep the name — 
Wayne County General Hospital — from 
being included in the charter. 

“We warded off six hours of debate by 
‘do-gooders’ to keep the language the 
way we wanted it,” Berg said. “Wayne 
County General Hospital administra- 
tion and operation is stinko — very poor 
— and the County Commissioners have 


been no better in their ability to change 
things. 

“Under the new charter, the County 
Executive Officer along with the County 
Commissioners will select the type of 
management for operation at the public 
county hospital facilities. Everyone 
wanted to keep the name Wayne County 
in the charter and we had to fight off all 
efforts of do-gooders like Blue Cross, 
Citizen’s Research, Wayne County Task 
Force and Greater Detroit Hospital 
Association. 

“So much of the time these groups 
seem to be trying to tell other people 
what is best for them . rather than letting 
the people determine what is best for 
themselvves,” Berg said. 

Tafelski pointed out that County Com- 
missioners will receive a salary of 


approximately $16,000 annually, but will 
not receive Cost of Living Adjust or any 
other compensation. They will still be 
elected for 2-year terms. 

The two areas of concern, Berg said, 
were the issues of the Drain Commis- 
sioner and Road Commission. He said 
Gov. William Milliken. who has to sign 
the proposed charter before it goes to a 
vote of the people, could possibly reject 
it. 

“I’m not saying w'hich way Gov. Mil- 
liken will vote on the proposed charter . ’ ’ 
Berg said. “But I know the Drain Com- 
mission and Road Commission are two 
strong concerns of his and they have re- 
mained virtually intact. 

“He’s going to have to swallow hard to 
approve the charter in light of those two

PCHA gets grant 


Annapolis Hospital in Wayne is one of 
only seven hospitals nation-wide to be 
selected as participant in a $3 million 
research grant for the purpose of de- 
veloping tools to measure how well a 
hospital is run and managed. 

As a demonstration site in the re- 
search project, the hospital will seek to 
find ways of measuring the resources it 
uses to provide care to different types of 
patients. It is expected that when the 
project is complete, the hospital will be 
able to determine its cost of providing 
care by specific diagnoses. 

A micro-processor computer will be 
purchased and a project coordinator 
hired to work with the management 
staff to compile data that will be used in 
measuring hospital productivity. The 
project will result in the development of 
planning and budgeting systems to 
assure that patient needs are being met 
with optimum financial efficiency. 

Annapolis’ share of the grant totals 
$120,000 over a 3-year period. The re- 
search is being financed principally by 
the Kellogg Foundation and Duke En- 
dowment Fund. The grant is being fun- 
neled through the Hospital Research 
and Educational Trust of the American 
Hospital Association 

Annapolis is the only demonstration 
site in Michigan, and the only one that is 
part of a multi-hospital system. The 
Wayne hospital is one of the five hospit- 
als owned and operated by the Peoples 
Communty Hospital Authority (PCHA) . 

As a multi-hospital system, PCHA has 
the unique opportunity to use the man- 
agement tools developed at Annapolis at 
its other four hospitals as well. During 
the testing phase, the other PCHA units 
will serve as controls against which the 
Annapolis experience can be measured. 
The other PCHA hospitals are uniquely 
qualified to serve as controls because 
variables normally found among other 
hospitals, such as different administra- 
tive structure, policies and practices, 
are eliminated. 

The other PCHA hospitals are Beyer 
Memorial Hospital in Ypsilanti, Herit- 
age hospital in Taylor, Outer Drive Hos- 
pital in Lincoln Park, and Seaway Hos- 
pital in Trenton. 

The selection of Annapolis as a de- 
monstration site was announced at the 
recent meeting of the PCHA Board of 
Directors, where board Chairman 
Donald J. Pizzimenti commented that 
the Authority is pleased at being one of 
only seven hospitals selected for the pro- 
ject. 

“This is a real opportunity for us,’’ he 
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dlebelt Road and located in the city in 
July 1978, according to Industrial Coor- 
dinator Hyle Carmichale. principal pro- 
ducts produced by Federal-Mogul Cor- 
poration are grouped into three seg- 
ments — vehicle and machinery compo- 
nents. aerospace components and 


noted. “If we are successful at Annapo- 
lis, the opportunity exists to use the 
same tools to compare our hospitals 
among ourselves. 

“Because we are a multi-hospital sys- 
tem. this is a benefit that we alone can 
pursue among the demonstration hos- 
pitals. 

“Here is a chance for PCHA to take 
part in a project that speaks to the very 
heart of the health care delivery sys- 
tem,” Pizzimenti added. “We will be 
helping develop a methodology that will 
eventually guide us in running our hos- 
pitals efficiently, while maintaining 
high quality.” 

The project will be financed through 
grant funds, but the PCHA administra- 
tors realize that one “cost” to be borne 
by Annapolis Hospital itself will be in the 
time invested by the managers. 

“We won’t be allocating any of our 
funds per se to this project, but we have 
to realize that a project like this will take 
some time commitment from all depart- 
ment heads in order for us to get re- 
sults,” said Lawrence Riesser. Annapo- 
lis Hospital Administrator “This hos- 
pital management team is willing to 
take the time and is pleased at being 
picked for the assignment.” 

The program is being initiated at the 
same time that PCHA is working on 
bringing on line its new data processing 
system. The two activities are expected 
to complement each toher in develop- 
ment of a PCHA management informa- 
tion system.

Sintering Belts 
will also be installed in 1982 at an esti- 
mated cost of $920,000. 

I D. Grinders will be entered into ser- 
vice in 1982 and 1983 at a projected cost 
of $990,000 each year. 

Zamoyski 
stated: “At this time, Federal-Mogul 
Corp. will own the building. However, at 
some future date the building may be 
sold and leased-back to Federal-Mogul 
Corp. 

“Federal-Mogul Corp will continue to 
be fully liable for all the real and person- 
al property taxes even under the lease 
arrangement. If the lease-back situa- 
tion arises, Federal-Mogul will submit 
to your office the lease agreement show- 
ing Federal-Mogul’s continued tax 
obligation.

Metropolitan Community Services Agency will help 
defer and pay your ertergy bills. 

The WMCSA has two federally-flinded programs: 
Emergency Energy Assistance (EEA) and Energy 
Crisis Intervention (E-CIP) that are designed to help 
low-income families. 

To be eligible for benefits, a person must: Meet 
low-income guidelines; have an energy-related 
emergency, that is„have a 30 day past due gas bill, 
have a utility shut-off and be directly responsible for 
energy bills. 

E-CIP also provides short-term aid to persons with 
energy-related emergencies and has established 12 
"Energy Closets" which have provided space heaters 
(on a loan basis) . blankets, and warm clothing to low- 
income households without heat. 

E-CIP also will be distributing educational material 
on energy topics to the public and will be installing 


energy-saving devices in low-income homes through- 
out the summer. 

Help is still available to those with delinquent fuel 
bills through Emergency Energy Assistance, which so 
far has provided 2.400 households with approximately 
$200,000 worth of heating aid. 

Persons applying should bring proof of income, 
heating and utility bill statements, and health insur- 
ance bill statements, if applicable. Once an applicant 
has exhausted EEA, she he may still be able to receive 
fuel assistance through E-CIP

Legislators give utilities 
‘green light’ on increases 


Legislators who rejected a bill that would ban auto- 
matic increases in utility rates "administered a sting- 
ing defeat to the utility ratepayers of Michigan,” 
Attorney General Frank J Kelley said today. 

Reacting to a vote by members of the House Utilities 
Committee to reject a bill prohibiting automatic 
adjustment clauses, Kelley accused the lawmakers of 
giving a victory to utilities in general and the Consum- 
ers Power Company in particular. 

One such automatic adjustment clause will enable 
Consumers Power to automatically pass along to cus- 
tomers the cost of expensive Algerian liquified natural 
gas beginning next fall — increasing utility bills by 50 
to 70 percent. 

Kelley also raid that the more than one million cus- 
tomers of Michigan Consolidated Gas Company 
should not feel secure in this matter because Michigan 
Consolidated has announced that it is negotiating for a 
20 year supply of high cost Nigerian gas. 

Kelley had urged that the legislation drafted by his 
staff and introduced by Representative Nick Ciarami- 
taro (D, Roseville) be approved by the committee. 
"Had the bill been approved by the committee and 
subsequently passed into law. Consumers Power and 
other utilities would not be able to get automatic in- 
creases, but would have to justify the need at open 
hearings of the Public Service Commission." Kelley 
said.

Attorney General Kelley appeared before the Utili- 
ties Committee Wednesday to urge adoption of the 
legislation. "The committee room was packed with 
lobbyists and executives from the utility companies," 
Attorney General Kelley said 

Instead of approving the substitute legislation, the 
Public Utilities Committee voted 7-0 against it. ' The 
vote was a setback not only for the householder but 
renders a serious blow to Michigan’s business cli- 
mate," Kelley said. 

"There’s no question that members of the commit- 
tee were acting in the interest of the utility companies 
when they rejected this legislation.’ Kelley said. 

Kelley further said that "the members of the com- 
mittee are so out of tune with the people who elected 
them that they don’t perceive these rate increases as a 
problem." 

'This was evidenced by the statement of Repre- 
sentative Jack Gingrass of Iron Mountain." Kelley 
said, when Representative Gingrass stated Gasoline 
prices have gone up and no one is complaining about 
that’ and that the annual heating bill will still be less 
than owming and operating a car . ’ ’’ Kelley also cited a 
statement by Representative Edgar Geerlings of Nor- 
ton Shores, near Muskegon, that heating a home nextj 
winter will be a price bonanza "

Her name didn ’t appear 
on commencement program 




Seeing your name in the commence- 
ment program is part of the thrill of gra- 
duation , part of the payoff for long hours 
in library and classroom. Your name in 
print in the list of graduates helps make 
the accomplishment real — it’s there in 
black and white for family and friends to 
see. 

Lydia Rascol’s name won't be in the 
commencement program. She's gra- 
duating! all right, but she turned in her 
graduation application too late to make 
the printer’s deadline. She knows she’s 
finished her program, and she couldn t 
be more thrilled. But now’ she has no- 
thing to show her friends. 

* In Rascol’s case, this is more of a 
dilemma than one might think Most of 
her friends are not in this country They 
are still in Roumania , Rascol 's home un- 
til three years ago. 

Furthermore, Rascol says. “My 
friends don’t believe I’m a student. In 
my country, no one over 35 goes to 
school, and I am more than 35. 

• "A friend will write and say. I beleive 
you’re in school, but I was talking with 
our other friend, and she does not .’ Then 
the other friend will write and say she 
believes I am in school but that the first 
friend does not. So I know no one be- 
lieves it. 

"Never did I dream 1 would be a stu- 
dent at this age and in this language," 
Rascol says. English is a new language 
for her. She learned it in large part at 
Washtenaw Community College, and 
she is fluent now. but she fears the way 
she speaks it is not up to her standrads 
She speaks some Russian, which she 


learned in school, and elegant Rouma- 
nian. 

"My daughters are very proud of their 
Roumanian," Rascol says, "but they 
tell me I don’t speak English well. " 

Rascol s daughters graduated before 
her: Christina Moldovan from Cleary 
College as a medical secretary, and 
Adriana Moldovan from Cleary as a re- 
ceptionist . Adriana has since come back 
to school at Washtenaw, where she is in 
the dental assistant program 

Even though her daughters finished 
before her and speak English better 
than she does — when they were in 
school English w’as taught as the second 
language — Racsol is satisfied with her 
performance "They don’t take so many 
A s like me," she says. "I have to know 
I wasn’t happy if 1 didn't understand " 

Rascol is finishing the one-year cer- 
tificate program in data processing. She 
was a computer programmer and stat- 
istician in Roumania. so she has a ways 
to go before she regains her level of pro- 
fessional competence in her new lan- 
guage. She doesn not mourn the lost pre- 
stige 

"You have no idea how hard I worked 
in this program.” she says. “Every- 
thing is different here, everything, and I 
had no language when I came here. I 
spent so many hours in the library and 
asked so many questions. 


"I have 18 years of experience, and 
maybe now I can take one course at a 
time to become a programmer again. 
But I give thanks to God that I have oper- 
ator skills now, and I am going to look 
for a job." 

A commencement program never 
tells everyone’s story. Those names in 
print only hint at what it took to finish a 
program. In Lydia Rascol’s case, fami- 
ly and friends will have to read between 
the lines.

Lucas maintained he is mandated to 
provide patrol services and that “no 
judge has yet to tell me that I'm relieved 
of this responsibility.” 

Commissioner Mary Dumas, attemp- 
ting to sooth the exchange between 
Rashid and Lucas, said, “the probable 
answer lies in negotiating a completely 
new contract. If both sides would admit 
there is no contract we could probably 
work out a new one that will allow the 
Sheriff to carry out his obligations. 

Article 31 of the contract (the man- 
ning clause requiring the deputy staff be 
maintained at 1974 levels) is holding up 
everything. We also have an obligation 
and that is to operate the county within 
the 1980-81 budget which the commis- 


sioners voted to uphold." 

In answer to Lucas’ assertion that he 
has offered an “olive branch of peace” 
Rashid, reading a letter from the Sher- 
iff, said, ”1 see no so-called olive branch, 
all I see is a threat. Your letter claims 
that unless we pay $1.5 million in back- 
pay, $100,000 per week in overtime, and 
$150,000 for jail training that you will 
continue your 12-hour-a-day staffing. . 
that’s an olive branch?” 

Items of interest concerning the 
escaped prisoner and the Oakland acci- 
dent were passed to await the outcome 
of the Sheriffs trial board hearings. 
Rashid’s motion will go before Ways and 
Means this week and the $22,000 oil bill 
awaits a report from the County’s Cor- 
poration Counsel.

Such^changes from former practices 
can be expected to bring many innova- 
tive changes to the moving industry, 
said WWOCBR In aiding home sellers 
and buyers. WWOCBR members sug- 
gest they secure estimates from a num- 
ber of movers before making a decision. 

They also recommend not making 
judgment on price alone, but to consid- 
er such tilings as guranteed schedules, 
insurance coverage, packing methods, 
and how much might be saved by doing 
your own packing 

At least one major company has insti- 
tuted three classes of moving, similar to 
air fare plans Interstate Van Lines has 
a C Plan for scaled down service, pack- 
it-yourself, w ith no guarantee of pick-up 
and delivery dates; a B Plan which in- 
cludes packing and more specific time 
schedules, and an A Plan with guaran- 
teed pick-up and delivery dates, $12,000 
liability and red carpet service on mov- 
ing day 

The same company also has 
announced a plan to divide the space in 
its trucks into cubic foot compartments. 
Charges will be based on the number of 
cubes used and the miles traveled 

“We can expect to see a wider 
variance in costs under the new rules as 
well as a greater choice in the service 
provided,” said the WWOCBR “But, it 
may make the job of finding the best 
company to meet your requirements at 
the best price a bit more difficult.”

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Faust asks Reagan for more federal aid 


-Senate Majority Leader William 
Faust met with President Regan and 
three of his cabinet secretaries to lobby 
for increased federal aid to Michigan. 

Faust met with the President. Secret- 
ary of Health and Human Services 
Richard Schweicker, Secretary of 
Education Terrel Bell and Secretary of 
Housing and Urban Development 
Samuel R. Pierce, Jr., as part of a de- 
legation representing the National Con- 
ference of State Legislatures to discuss 
state related issues. 

‘‘In our meeting with President Regan 
and his cabinet officials, I emphasized 
the severity of Michigan’s financial 
problems and the importance of con-

tinued federal assistance for our state,” 
said Faust. “I particularly stressed the 
importance of two federal programs: 
Medicaid assistance and home heating 
funds. 

“These two programs, which are cur- 
rently scheduled to receive massive 
budget cuts under the President’s 
budget proposal, provide vital aid for 
many Michigan citizens who are least 
able to fend for themselves, *' Faust 
said. 

Faust said that the President was re- 
ceptive, but non-commital. regarding 
the Relegation’s plea for additional 
federal aid to the states. 

“I tried to impress upon the President 


that Michigan's financial difficulties 
are unique among the states, that we 
have already cut back our budget sub- 
stantially because of our high unem- 
ployment rate and that Michigan tradi- 
tionally receives the smallest return on 
federal tax dollars sent to Washington of 
all the states in the union,” He said 

“Further cutbacks during our time of 
need would be particularly devas- 
tating.” 

Faust said that the president’s budget 
cut proposal that would cap increases in 
Medicaid benefits at 5% per year 
ignores the reality of skyrocketing 


health care costs, which annually in- 
crease at a far greateer rate. 

He also stressed the need for recogni- 
tion of Michigan’s prior efforts in the 
area of cost containment in Medicaid 
programs, so the state would not be 
penalized for already cutting costs 
He took issue with the President’s 
proposal to reduce federal home heating 
assistance by 25%. 

“De-regulation of oil prices is ex- 
pected to send winter heating bills sky- 
high,” said Faust. “Cutbacks in this vit- 
al program at this time will impose 
terrible hardships on many Michigan 
residents, particularly senior citizens.”

There is a miracle garden ingredient 
that represents an ideal investment in 
time and beauty Why not consider 
flowering shrubs now for fall planting 0 
Nothing else does as much for a garden 
as quickly and inexpensively as group- 
ings of flowering shrubs 
Obvious choices are lilac (Syringa), 
mock orange (Philadelphus) and 
spirea. but many others deserve consid- 
eration — azaleas, buddleia, cornus, 
deutzia, forsythia, hydrangea, prunus, 
pyracantha, rhododendron, tamarix, 
viburnum and weigela — to name a few 
Selecting and placing young plants 
immediately establishes the framework 
for a new garden. They can fill a skimpy 
corner in a single season or provide 
magnificent bloom and tempting ber- 
ries through an entire lifetime. 


Shrubs are ideal for screening out un- 
wanted views, and thorny varieties bar 
neighborhood invaders — dogs, if you 
will. The best deciduous (leaf-shedding) 
varieties offer handsome foliage in 
spring and summer, brilliant autumn 
color as the summer winds down and 
delicate linear traceries when they 
stand leafless in the winter. 

Here in Michigan, lilac buds fatten 
and come into fragrant bloom in time to 
accompany the iris. Philadelphus and 
viburnum are especially fragrant in 
spring and early summer flowering 
The butterfly bush (buddleia) raises 
sweetly scented spires May through 
June in lavender, white and purple. 


A fast growing shrub is the sorbaria 
(false spirea) It sprouts creamy white 
plume sprays in July and August and 
grows up to 9 feet tall with little 
encouragement Fall pruning will in- 
crease the number and size of the follow- 
ing year's plumes. 

By careful selection of shrub mate- 
rial , it is possible to develop a succession 
of bloom , beginning with the witch hazel 
in February. Enjoy the sights of berries 
and bright colors of autumn, the red 
twigs of dogwood and the catkins of wil- 
low. It is a pleasant sight to contem- 
plate, and in a short time, a joy to experi- 
ence

Double-deck brownies 


Sweet Chocolate Double-Deck Brownies 

^ cup unsifted all-purpose flour 

Mi teaspoon double-acting baking powder 

*4 teaspoon salt 

% cup sugar 

2 eggs, well beaten 

Mi cup butter or shortening, melted 

Mi cup flaked coconut 

Vr teaspoon almond extract 

1 package (4 oz.) sweet cooking chocolate, melted 

Mix flour with baking powder and salt. Gradually add 
sugar to eggs, beating thoroughly. Blend in butter. Add 
flour mixture and mix well. Pour cup of batter into a 
small bowl ; stir in coconut and almond extract. Add choco- 
late to remaining batter and spread evenly in greased 8- 
inch square pan. Drop coconut batter by teaspoonfuls over 


chocolate batter in pan: then spread carefully to form a 
thin even layer. Bake at 350 # for 30 to 35 minutes, or until 
lightly browned. Cool in pan on rack Cut in bars or 
squares Makes about 20.

1 cup sugar-sweetened soft drink mix, any flavor* 

2 cups unsweetened pineapple juice or apple juice or 
orange juice 

2 quarts water with ice cubes

This is being composed on June 18 — and if you can look back a few days, 
you ’ll recall it was one of those perfect summer days with which we re blessed 
periodically But as much as I love the month of June, the 18th always brings 
to mind the saddest day of my life 

Seven years have passed since that devastating early morning call from 
Florida which brought the shattering news that my Mom had died — suddenly 
and unexpectedly — at the prime age of 64 Never had I lost anyone closer than 
elderly grandparents so it was a crushing blow to find myself making 
arrangements for a funeral rather than her and Dad’s annual summer visit. 

At the time I thought 1 ’d never recover from the excruciating pain of losing 
a person who was “always there’’ despite the fact she was well over a 
thousand miles away. She was ‘there” when I needed a sympathetic ear an 
understanding mind, a complimentary remark She had that ability even via 
long distance to cheer me up when 1 was down, to share my triumphs when 1 
was riding high and to take me down a notch or two when I got a bit too big for 
those proverbial britches NO one loves you better than your mother 

And because of that Lady’s sunny disposition and optimistic outlook on life, 
this couldn’t possibly be written with a maudlin attitude. (She’d be embarras- 
sed.) So. rather than a latter-day obituary, it's just a little tribute to 
’Julianna.’ 

I miss her heaps ! And it took a long time to realize that those letters 1 sat 
down to pen each Sunday no longer had a place to go I had to break the habit 
of jotting down newsy items as I heard them — the kind Mom would enjoy 
reading about and the things I d forget to tell her if they WEREN ’T * on a list ” 
I'd find myself thinking, i’ll have to write Mom about this”, it just happened 
automatically She naturally liked word on what we were doing and how the 
girls were progressing but she especially enjoyed bits about her old friends 
from church, former clubs, the neighborhood and those who used to patronize 
our grocery store. She’d want to know who was ill . hospitalized, having babies 
and who had died so that she could get cards or notes off to them or their 
families 

•’Julianna” was THAT kind of person And I always said she should have 
been named “Pollyanna” since she always but ALWAYS saw the good in 
everyone I remember saying if she ever admitted that some people were 
downright jerks. I d faint She always managed to look for the brighter side 
and that’s what made her so special 

Those of you reading this who knew her will agree 100 percent People 
LOVED her — she was fun f — and. much as her family misses her there are 
many of her acquaintances who sorrow over her passing as much or more 
than we 


Julianna was a “Lady” and an instance which stands out in my mind was 
what made me realize how respected she was A couple customers, a guy and 
a gal . had come into our store one day and . evidently . the fella had just told his 
companion a dirty joke She was laughing raucously and said . ■ Oh , you’ve got 
to tell that one to Julianna.” The man, l remember well, was actually embar 
rassed and said, Oh , no. I can’t tell her that ; she’s too much of a lady ” What 
a compliment! 

Her love of people almost equaled the love she gave us kids and it wasn’t 
until I was a mother myself that 1 realized just how much she gave. gave, 
gave. It used to bewilder me that she’d take time to buy ME a new Easter 
outfit (complete with little white gloves, dress shoes and hat for Sunday mass) 
and never even buy herself a THING. And I recall, too. how she always took 
the smallest portion of meat or none at all (she “wasn’t hungry”) when she’d 
see how much her family was devouring 
Our begging for waffles on Sunday mornings always brought sighs of res- 
ignation. Mom HATED making those things cuz her waffle iron was so-o-o 
slow and it took FOREVER to feed seven people in time for church But — we 
usually got our waffles! 

As the oldest of her five children. I can remember how some people took 
advantage of her good nature and generousity Even as a kid. it used to burn 
me up and as I got older ( mouthier and gutsier ) , I ’d stick up for her and try to 
get her to send those same freeloaders packing But that wasn't her way and 
she soon let me know I just wasn't to interfere ; they really weren't “that bad 
I used to do a lot of slow burns and one of ’em always occurred when 
someone would kid Mom about not smoking or drinking — about being a 
goody-goody ” I always figured them as nasty remarks whereas she merely 
considered them peoples' way of transfering their own guilt for doing so 
Having enjoyed a grandmother until her 88th year, it saddens me that my 
trio no longer has that very wonderful Grandma to see and share their 
accomplishments: and that little Matthew' will never feel her all- 
encompassing arms as his mother and all the rest of us did 
She was a grand lady (and I could w'rite PAGES) — we miss her but oh, 
we re so grateful for the legacy she left us — those w r arm. wonderful 
memories!

Memories of Father’s Day past 


On a Florida night in January of sixty-seven Dad’s 
ticker, as he called it, stopped. He knew he had heart 
trouble but after seeing the doctor he would assure us 
kids that the doctor said, “My heart will last me as 
long as l live.” 

Dad left a legacy of * sayings’ * He especially liked 
those that sounded logical but said nothing, or those 
that contradicted themselves. Certainly they were 
not all original but they became a part of his char- 
acter. 

He had other things to say about living and dying 
He was quite serious when he said , There are a lot of 
things worse than dying One of them is being half 
dead." 

He might explain to someone concerning the death 
of an acquaintance, * There are people dying every 
day who never died before,’’ 

Concerning his own health when asked by a friend , 
“How are you Ernie?” Dad would reply. “If I was 
any better I’d have to change doctors.’ 

He might describe a tough character as someone 
who would “Burn a barn for fivd and kill a man for 
ten.” For someone who lived beyond their means, 

• He has a champagne appetite on a beer income. ’ ’ A 
person who didn't pay their bills was, “About as good 
as a brick watch.” 

He often proposed a problem for us kids to solve 
“If a clock runs eight days without winding, how long 
will it run if you wind it?” Whenever he sent one of us 
on an errand he would admonish us to, “Take your 
time going but hurry back.” 

Food generated a set of sayings. If a guest refused 
a second helping, Dad would ask. “Isn’t it good or 
don’t you like it?” We never heard a snappy com- 
eback to that one. 

When any of us kids complained about the meat 
being tough Dad would explain. “It would be a lot 
tougher if you didn’t have any ” That one came to 
light during the Great Depression of the thirties as 
did Dad’s remark that, “We don't care about ex- 
penses. We’ve got a lot of ’em.” 

One of Dad s favorite foods was cheese and for fear 
that relatives would think he was overdoing on it, he 
would explain, “l never eat cheese unless I’m alone 
or with somebody ” 

His antipathy for puffed wheat and rice was ex- 
pressed by, “You can t eat it fast enough to keep 
from starving to death.” If he was helping to get 
dinner on the table he would call out when it was 
ready, “Come and get it before w r e throw it out. ’ 

Dad often washed dishes and one of us kids would 
dry. If we complained that a dish wasn't washed 
clean, he would lecture us with. “It s a poor dishwip- 
er that can't get some of the dirt off.”

What Wayne County should do to 
cut its deficit is to hire a detective. 

And may we suggest Lt. William 
Whitworth, who heads the Investiga- 
tion Bureau at the Wayne Police De- 
partment? 

Lt . Whitworth feels he can save the 
county, which is mired in $18 million 
in red ink, some money. Listen to his 
monologue and draw your own con- 
clusions. 

•‘What happens now.” said Lt. 
Whitworth, “is that when we arrest a 
suspect and he — or she — is bound 
over to Circuit Court in Detroit, we 
must transport that suspect to De- 
troit. 

“And, because the jail there is 
usually crowded, the subject is then 
transported to the facility located 
in the Wayne County General Hospit- 
al complex — about a half-mile away 
from here." 

Lt. Whitworth continues: “When 
our trial or examination date conies 
around, when we have to have that 
subject in the 29th District Court — 
and this procedure is not only for us 
but probably for Inkster and West- 
land and other area departments — 
we must go all the way to Detroit to 
pick up the subject. 

“In the meantime, the county dis- 
patches a car to Westland, picks up 
the prisoner and drives him back to 
Detroit to hand him over to us. In- 
teresting isn’t it?” • 

Lt. Whitworth pointed out that for 
some reason, for record-keeping or 
just past experience, local law en- 
forcement agencies must pick up 
their prisoners in Detroit. We take 
custody of the prisoners, bring them 
back out here to the courtroom and if 
he isn’t released on bond we must 
take them all the way back into De- 
troit instead of driving a half-mile to 
the Westland facility. 

“That’s ridiculous, isn’t it?” Whit- 
worth stressed. "One of our officers 
asked the people down in Detroit, 
‘Why don’t you just let us pick up the 
prisoner in Westland?’ and the reply 
he got is — ’We can’t let you do that.’ 

Whitworth said that the “time lost, 
mileage, gasoline, wear and tear on 
vehicles and tying up usually two 
officers to pick up the subject adds up 
in dollars and cents. It is an enigma 
why the practice hasn’t been 
stopped. 

“I hope you don’t get me into trou- 
ble for printing this thing, ’" he 
sighed. 

Trouble? Hell, Lieutenant, they 
should give you a commendation for 
being brave enough to speak out and 
tell us just how foolishly our money is 
being spent. 

After all. we — the taxpayers — 
have to swallow that bitter pill of 
paying for all of this nonsense.

The powers that rule us are not a terror to works or 
to people who are obeying the law. They are. howev- 
er, a terror to those who break the law . God says that 
if we do good, we shall have praise of the same — .

These quotations were taken from the Bible. God's 
Word, and are found in the book of Romans 13: 1-6. 

Police Officers should not have to be apologetic 
about their work; law abiding citizens should stand 
behind their law enforcers, especially now, when 
criminals have more rights than we do: and crimin- 
als should be aware that if they are caught doing 
wrong, they have to pay the price because God says , 
"Vengence is mine and 1 WILL REPAY."

There’s a group in Tucson who are 
packing for a trip to Heaven, scheduled 
this June 28, they say. 

Whatever the mode of transportation, 
I hope Senators Laxalt and Jepsen and 
Rep. Albert Lee Smith Jr. are aboard. 

No, they probably wouldn’t go any- 
way, since they obviously think there is 
a Heaven right here on earth. 

The three “gentlemen’’ are pushing 
the 1981 Family Protection Bill. 

What the bill is supposed to do is pro- 
tect the family from the government 
You see, families, by virtue of being 
“families," are good and wonderful and 
perfectly capable of taking care of 
themselves. 

So this bill, by virture of being a bill” 
’would cause the government to cease 
and desist from interfering with 
spouses who want to show their respec- 
tive spouses who’s boss, and from inter- 
fering with parents who want to 
’’spank’’ their children, and from inter- 
fering with those who don’t want their 
kids to find out about contraceptives and 
abortion and venereal diseases 
If their bill passes, it would also take

I don’t understand What is the histor- 
ically understood role of women? 

Are they daughters, wives, mothers, 
grandmothers? Sometimes So are men 
sons, husbands, fathers and grand 
fathers. So what? 

Senator Jepson says, “We should 
appreciate the role of women as mother 
and homemaker, which has been rather 
dowplayed and ridiculed." Further, he 
says, “Nothing is more beautiful than a 
mother." 

Is he kidding? (Not to ridicule, of 
course.) 

I've seen plenty of mothers who are 
hardly what I would call ‘ beautiful." 

I’ve seen mothers who have beaten 
their kids black and blue, who have cal-

led their kids “stupid" so often the kids 
finally get to believing it — I even knew 
a mother who tied her son to a tree and 
made him bark like a dog because he 
acted like one by wetting his little 
britches.

Not that there aren’t plenty of good 
parents whose neighbors have never 
had to ask the government to interfere— 
but for every two of them there are two 
more who can t or won ’t do the job right 

Where have those three “gentlemen" 
been? 

Isn’t it only fair to insist that if they 
are going to propose a bill like the one 
they’re proposing, they really should be 
living in the real world? 

Hasn’t anyone ever told them that 
there are certain spouses who get their 
jollies from beating on the people who 
live in their household? 

Don’t they know that one person’s 
“spanking’’ is another person s 
beating? 


Haven’t they heard that there are 
countless kids who desperately need to 
know about contraceptives and abortion 
and venereal diseases and who couldn’t 
possibly go to their parents for the in- 
formation? 

If we lived in a rosy little world where 
everyone knew a moral responsibility 
wjien they saw one, then maybe the 1981 
Family Protection Bill wouldn’t be so 
dangerous 

And it is dangerous, because it pro- 
tects the “family" concept at the ex- 
pense of the families, themselves. 

It assumes that all families have two 
parents— a mother and a father— and 
that all family relationships are 
healthy. 

Besides being dangerous, it is 
archaic : It decrees, in times when fami- 
lies can barely survive on two 
paychecks, that, for aesthetic reasons 
(“Nothing is more beautiful than 
See above (. the mother should assume 
her historical place in the traditional 
home 

It’s cause enough to laugh and cry 

Wait a minute Maybe that’s it 

. . It’s just a joke Isn’t it? 


Utley? If the issue were tactical op- 
erations in rice paddies, I’d hang on 
your every word But the issues I 
raised were political, social and 
strategic, so combat experience to no 
more relevant than pinochle experi- 
ence. My experience reading Viet- 
namese newspapers and talking to 
Vietnamese people is more valuable, 
for understnading them, than shoot- 
ing at them is. 

Most of your testimony is discre- 
dited by your own words. Since ex- 
perience is your only teacher, your 
evidence is valid only for those 
events you personally witnessed in 
1968-69. In effect, you admit knowing 
nothing about anything before or af- 
ter your tour. 

You suggest asking "real combat 
vets". I have questioned many, Mr. 
Utley. You’d be astonished how 
many disagree with you, expecially 
officers and NCO s who served multi- 
ple tours or advised South Viet- 
namese troops (ARVN). 

What most offended me was your 
slander of ARVN. Accusing them of 
cowardice is the stock American ex- 
cuse for our own treachery. 

It won't wash. Lt. Col. Robert 
Molinelli, who witnessed the Laos in- 
cursion, describes ARVN heroism 
against enormous odds. He concedes 
they were poorly led and ineffective 
on his 1965 tour but calls them “im- 
pressive" in 1971. 

Australian cameraman Neil Davis 
(who filmed ARVN in battle for 
years) attests their gallantry. The 
enemy told him ARVN was more 
dangerous to them than Americans 
were. 

In 1975 at Xuan Loc, just over one 
ARVN division stopped five of North 
Vietnam’s best divisions cold for a 
week, until their air force ran out of 
cluster bomb units (so much for the 
adequacy of American aid!). 

An advisor told me how an ARVN 
infantry squad attacked three enemy 
tanks, destroying one, capturing one 
and chasing the other one one foot. 
Cowards? Ha! 


I also knew an officer who com- 
manded a fire base The U S infan- 
try “protecting” it ran from the 
enemy, and his gunners had to use 
beehive rounds at point-blank range 
to save the base. All armies have low 
moments. It’s unfair to condemn a 
whole army to contempt, and a na- 
tion to death, for that. 

As for “veteran s wife ”, her poem 
is clever. It is also contemptible - a 
vicious, abusive, cowardly stab in 
the back. At least Utley signs his 
name. 

She is a pretty good writer. Alas 
she seems to read poorly. Once more . 
for those too dense to grasp my other 
letters, I am just as much a Vietnam 
veteran/eyewitness as Utley I saw 
combat - not much, but more than 
this pompous poetess did. The dif- 
ference is, I have not allowed “being 
there" to remain my only source of 
information. 

I can understand why I bore her 
Rational argument and attention to 
detail often bore those unaccustomed 
to working with such commodities 

I did not get sore because Utley dis- 
agreed with me. I got sore because he 
attacked my character without pro- 
vocation That’s also why I’m sore at 
the poetess. 

I hope readers will recognize the 
absurdity of this woman, who is 
neither a veteran nor a scholar of 
Vietnam, calling me ignorant. 

(The savage attacks on me remind 
me of the blind hatred directed at the 
Vietnamese people by many Amer- 
icans I knew there. Such prejudice 
helps explain why so many Vietnam 
vets are unreliable sources of in- 
formation on that country.) 

In short, being a combat veteran 
entitles one to talk only about com- 
bat . It does not make one an expert on 
politics, society or even strategy. 

Being a combat veteran’s wife 
makes one an expert on exactly no- 
thing.

An educator for the past 15 years in the 
Wayne-Westland District, Mullinix does 
not subscribe to the theory that people 
will commit crimes if they so desire, re- 
gardless of what they view on the 
screen. 

‘Movies are a multi-sensory 
medium,” he explained. “There’s no 
other medium that can present a mur- 
der. for example, as realistically as a 
movie. The only way to witness it more 
realistically would be to see the act it- 
self. 


“Children talk a lot about television 
programs and movies,” he continued. 
“You can see how impressionable they 
are I'm not sure if the amount of effect 
these shows have could be proven, but 
there must be some effect.” 

Of course, times have changed in the 


world of horror. Fright is conveyed in a 
much more graphic manner. 

“Horror movies aren’t new,” said 
Mullinix. “I remember seeing Franken- 
stein as a kid and being scared to death. 
But that was far removed from reality 
— you could disassociate yourself from 
that type of scare because it didn’t hap- 
pen in the real world. 

“Now the moviemakers are depicting 
ordinary people— mothers, fathers, 
friends— being maimed by crazy peo- 
ple. That kind of fright is more difficult 
to put into perspective. That’s 
troubling.” 

We agree. And another point of con- 


cern is the pleasure that the audience 
can get from such film fare. Especially 
when the persons being killed are the 
snobs , goons or general * * bad guys . ' ’ The 
same people who one gets angry with for 
their behavior. 

But anger is an acceptable form of 
emotion in our society Bizarre butchery 
is not. 

Fortunately, the motion picture indus- 
try’s rating system prohibits children 
from seeing many of these films without 
an accompanying adult. These adults, 
hopefully, will think twice about permit- 
ting their youngsters to attend the latest 
“Murder Extravaganza.” Hopefully

One psychologist concerned with the 
movie industry’s casual depiction of 
grizzly murders is Barry Mullinix, de- 
partment chairman of the school 
psychology program in the W r ayne- 
Westland School District 

“It’s hard to make a direct link from 
what one sees to behavior,” Mullinix 
admitted, “Personally, I can’t help but 
believe that seeing some of this horror 
and violence can influence people with 
aggressive tendencies in this direction 
anyway.”

A legend takes final media 
step on the big screen

It is a peculiar trait of 
legends that they are 
hard to destroy, and 
equally as difficult to en- 
hance. 

The legend of the Lone 
Ranger may be one of re- 
cent America s best — 
the lone man trying to 
right wrongs and fight in- 
justice. He rides high on 
the mythology of the 
American West, with 
white horse and six-gun 
blazing. 

The new film that 
chronicles “The Legend 
of the Lone Ranger" 
takes the legend into its 
final media step, from 
comic books to radio 
show to television series, 
and finally to a multi- 
million dollar feature 


film 

It is a simple retelling 
of the tale of how the Lone 
Ranger adopted his 
mask, white horse, silver 
bullets, and faithful Indi- 
an friend Tonto, and then 
places them into a short 
but exciting adventure 
involving the President 
of the United States and. 
of course, the infamous 
Cavendish gang 

Like the legend itself, 
the movie is hard to 
knock, but tells us no- 
thing new nor shows it to 
us in any exciting new 
style. 

The first half of the 
movie we are introduced 
to the early lives of the 
Lone Ranger and Tonto, 
and follow their separate 
paths until they reunite 
(as everyone knows) af- 
ter the rangers are 
ambushed by the Caven- 
dish gang. We learn the 
Lone Ranger s real name 
(John Reid) and that he 
is a lawyer returning to 
the West to set up prac- 
tice. 

As a sort of reverse 
“Man Who Shot Liberty 
Valance,” Reid forsakes 


the law book for the six- 
gun. and the legend is 
born. He also has a love 
interest here, a female 
reporter on her way to 
Los Angeles who gets in- 
volved in the events sur- 
rounding the birth of the 
masked man. 

Klinton Spilsbury por- 
trays our hero, although 
his voice has been dub- 
bed in by Stacy Reach, 
for what reason only the 
producers know. Michael 
Horse is Tonto, and both 
are younger than their 
TV counterparts, but 
both fit the bill nicely. 

, For all its superb 
photography (Laslo 
Kovacs), fine direction, 
great stunts and effects, 
the film only swings into 
high gear on moments 
such as the first time we 
hear the William Tell 
Overture, or at the end 
when Jason Robards 
asks “Who was that 
masked man?” 

Thus the film's ulti- 
mate appeal and survival 
rests on its nostalgic re- 
ferences, but with a 
legend like this, how can 
you miss?

WALLACE, who played third for 
Coach Dennis Stoh's Eagles at Romu- 
lus, turned in a .999 fielding average in 
his junior year as he successfully hand- 
led 48 chances while making only one 
error Todd was among the area’s lead- 
ing hitters He collected 15 hits in 62 at 
bats for a hefty. 387 batting average. 

ROTTER’S contributions to Frank- 
lin’s district championship included a 
.311 batting average (13 hits in 61 trips) 
which included five extra base hits. A 
senior who was the Patriots' most reli- 
able infielder. Rotter knocked in nine 
runs and scored 13 times in a season that 
climaxed with the Livonians beating one 
of the top teams in the state.
